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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: A method of performing threat assessment within a vehicle is disclosed and 
comprises determining a brake threat number, and determining an approximate 
deceleration at zero range value, in response to vehicle kinematics and kinematics of an 
object, as explained in paragraph 0045 (Spec.) and depicted on figure 2, item 1060 
(Dwg.). Moreover, the prior art indicates that this particular device is novel and has not 
been published or patented by other entities. 

In contrast to the present application, Sugimoto et al. (US 6,292,753) discloses 
braking force that is gradually decreased toward zero, however, the decreased braking 
force does not result in a deceleration at zero so that a vehicle is stopped. 

In addition, Friederich et al. (US 6,624,747) discloses that a vehicle is braked 
with maximum deceleration until relative speed of a vehicle assumes a zero value. 
Friederich, however, does not disclose assigning a brake threat number to determine an 
approximate deceleration at zero range value.
